-_ xeafon to be thankful for a good education, and the-early in- 
ftru€tions of godly parents and religious friends; you are 
neverthelefs fenfible that thefe external advantages would not 


have availed, to fecure your falvation, had it not been for 
the fovereign, diftinguifhing and eflicacipus grace of God. 
Whatever was the character of your parents, or progenitors, 


you were, byrnature, children of difobedience, and children | 


of wrath, even as others. No aé& of man, no powers of 
human fuafion, would have fecured your compliance with 
the call of the gofpel, had not God himfelf opened your 
hearts, to receive thofe truths,which were once unpalatableto 
your depraved tafte. You were not born Chriftians, as you 
were born of the flefh ; nor was there in your native difpofi- 
tion any good thing towards the. Lord God of Ifrael. Thote 
of you whofe parents were the moft eminent for godlinefs, 
were not born of dlood, as deriving real piety from your an- 
ceftors ; nor were any of you born of the will of the flefh, as 
tho’ fome native difpofition of your own had wrought itfelf 
up at laft to true holinefs; nor were you born of the will of 
man, by the’ effe€tual influence of godly relations, or the 
moft able, eloquent, and zealoug predtjiers; but you were 


born of Gob.

Confider then your infinite obligations to diyine mercy and 


difcriminating love : Surely you are bound to walk, not as 
others do, who are “ alienated from the life of God, thro’ the 
ignoran¢e whichis in them, becaufe of the blindnefs (or ca/louf- 
ne/s) of their hearts ;” butto walk worthy of your high calling, 
© worthy of God, whe hath called you to his kingdom and 
glory." 

Having profefled to embrace the humbling and holy doc- 
trines of grace, may you live daily under their pra€tical in- 
fluence. You fhould be humble indeed, who admit that eter- 
nal mifery would have been your certaiu doom, had it not 
been for the free and felf-moved grace of the Faruer, the full 
and coltly redemption of the Son, and the {pecial and ef- 
fe€tual influcnce ofthe Hoty Spirit.

{ufferings without the vicarious fufferings of his own Son. 
He gave him up to be a facrifice for you, that he might 
manifeft, at once, his love to you, and his hatred of 
your fins.

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While you fearch the fcriptures for yourfelves, and ac- 
knowledging no Lord of Confcience but Chrift Jefus, are 
careful not to obferve for ordinances the commandments of 
men; we truft, you will manifeft a fincere affe€lion for all 
the followers of Chrift, tho’ they are not of one judgment 
with yourfelves, as to queftions of {maller moment. A& u 
to your own light ; fearch diligently and impartially after the 
truth, let it lead you where it will: but if any be otherwife 
minded, on fome particulars, who yet evidently hold the 
head, and give proof of vital union with Chrift ; let it ap- 
pear, that an agreement in many of the moft interefting 
truths of religion, has more effeé&t to unite you, than a difa- 
greement, in a few lefs important points, can have to divide 
you. And if you think you have Pages of other 
denominations, as entertaining more {criptural views of any 
doétrine or ordinance of the gofpel, let it be your concern to 


exceed them, if poflible, in brotherly love, and in an im-- 


partial and univerfal attention to all Chrilt’s commandments, 


We wifh you not to be afhamed of any of your religious 
principles, but to be ready, with meeknefs and fear, to give 


an anfwer to every one who afketh you a reafon for your 
fentiments or praétice.. But let your zeal for every part. 


of truth be proportioned to its magnitude; andever {peak the 


truth in love. The wrath of man worketh not the righteou{- 


nefs of God. The more you are perfuaded that you have 
truth on your fide, the lefs occafion -is there for angry vio- 
lence towardsthem that oppofe it. Great is the truth, and 
will at laft prevail; but nothing would retard its progrefs 
hke a wrong ipirit in its defenders. , 

As we defire ypu may cultivate love and forbearance, to- 
wards your fellow Chriftians of other denominations, we 
would furely be equally concerned that you fhould be at 
peace And may you ftudy, notonly the 
things which make for peace, but thofe allo whereby one 
may edify another. Provoke one another to love and to 
good works, See that you love one another with a pure 
heart, fervently. 
{trife or vain glory.. Be not many maiters, but by love 
ferve one another. Let the younger be fubjef to the elder, 
yea, be all of you fubje& one to another, and be ye cloathed 
with humility.

Having, therefore, formed your focial religious conneétions 


voluntarily, but with a regard to the authority of Jelu ‘ | 


Chrift, as the alone Lord of Confcience, and Head of the 
Church, fee that you violate not your folemn promifes. You 
profeifed to give up yourielves to the, Lord, and to one ano- 


ther according to the wili of God: remember that the vows | 
_of God are upon you, and having {worn unto the Lord, you - 
cannot revoke the furrender you made of yourfelves unto 


Gc d, without incurring aggravated guilt. Nor are you at 
liberty to retraét your engagements with your Brethren, 
without a valid reafon, that would juftify your withdraw- 
ment from them, before the heart-fearching God. Dare not 
then lightly to forfake the houfe of your God, Trifle not 


with {facred things by breaking your covenant with the 


Church, after you had: fubferibed with your hand unto the 
Lord. Fill up your places confcientioufly, and ftudy to 

romote the beft interefts of the community. Be not fatif- 
fied with the name of a member, or a monthly place at the 
table of the Lord; but feek the {piritual propray of your 


brethren. Join them in focial prayer, and pray for them in 


-fecret. And remember that, according to your ability, you 
are bound, as much as the reft, to honour the Lord with 


your fubftance, by contributing to the neceflary expences of | 


his worfhip, and by relieving his poor. 


You have the privilege of chufing your own, minifters, 


inftead of having them obtruded upon you by others. Shew 
that you value them accordingly, as God’s gift, and yous

ownchoice.* Brethren! Pray forus! How elie can you 
hope to profit by our miniftrations ? Strengthen your paftor’s 
hands, efpecially by confirming their teftimony refpeéting 
the nature of true religionsvand the holy tendency of the 
gofpel, by the tenor of yourlives§—We defire not to lord ‘it 


God's heritage, but to remember that we are your fer- 


vants for Chiitt's fake. But do not prejudice people of other 
denominations, againit the conftitution of our Churches, by 
feeniing to forget that there.is’ any meaning in xiii. 17, 
For the like realon, as well as for others more weighty. be- 
ware, when we are removed from you, of fplitting into par- 
tres, and indulging a fpirit of contention about our fuccetlors. 
shew that each w-defirous, not merely of fuiting his own 


fancy, in the election of a new Preacher, but of promoting ° 


the happinefs of jhe whole fociety.. Be unanimous, if pol- 
fible. Sacrifice aimolt any thing, but trath and holinefs, to 


the love of peace and concord, tet none of you forfake the - 


church, as foon as your Minilter 1s removed, and leave your 
brethren to fhift for themfelves in a ftate of bercavement. 
But, at fuch a feafon, be peculiarly concerned to {trive toze- 


_ ther for the faith of the gofpel, and watch over one another 
in lovey ull God fhatl fend you apaftor. Continue inftant 


in praver, at fuch a time: and feek for one who {hall ape 


press himiclf to your coniciences, more thanto your fancies; 


sc not led away by fhowy, fuperficial qualifications, but co- 
vet earnelily the far fuperior gifts of folid piety, and inti- 
mate acquaintance with the, power of godlinefs. Prudence, 
patience and me¢eknefs alfo are valuable qualities in a Minil- 
ter, which yet will commonly be overlooked by thofe mem- 


bers who will perhaps put them moitt to the trial aftérwards.

As in our churches every communicant has a yore in thie 
choice of officers, fo alfo in the admiffion of private mem- 
bers, exercife this right candidly and difcreetly, but faith- 
fully. Him whois weak in faith receive ye, and embairafs 
him not with doubtful difputations. But beware of acdmit- 
ting fuch as give not hopeful evidence of real convertion, or 
who are enemies to the true grace of God wherein you ftand, 
The principles of genuine liberty can never forbid, that per- 
fons who are nearly agreed in their views of religious truth, 
fhould have a right éo affociate together, for {pinttual pur-

Be careful however, that you con- 
tend for the faith once committed to the faints, only with © 
{criptural weapons ; and be as zealous again{ft every unholy — 

ractice, aS ever you can be again{t erroneous principles, 

Ve befeech you to affift us in mamtaining regular difcipline, 
Let not the caufe of God be injured by our churches conniv- 
ing at fin, Aim, in all your admonitions, to manifelt that 
you feel a real pity for the offender: Yet, the good of tle 


individual is not the only objett you fhould have in vicw, 


you mutt alfo regard the purity of the community, and the 
honor. of our bleifed yee Hence if any wicked perfon 
creeps in among you, who cannot be rgelaimed, he mutt be 
excluded. And wlicre the offence has been public, and 
fcandalous in the eyes of the world, this may be neceflary 
notwithftanding fome hope that the offender is penitent. Let 
hitn be (eparated for a feafon, and received in again, after 


has brought forth fruits meet for repentance. rT are 


alfo offences again{t a church, which will juftify exclufion, 


-if perfifted im, after repeated admonitions, tho’ not com- 


monly accounted aéts of immorality. In faét, it is immoral, for 
perfons to break their folemn covenant with the church and 
to withdraw, without any weighty and confcientious reafon 
fyom divine ordinances; or to labor to diffeminate prejudice 
and dilafleétion, after promiling to walk together in love, 
and to endeaaae to keep the unity of the {pirit, in the bond 
of pea¢e. Yet fome profetlors w rll make light of thefe evils, - 

seh when achurch deals with them, for fuch condué, they 
will defpife the cenfure of their brethren, and boaft that they 
cannot cut them off from Chrilt, or crafe their names from 
the book of life. Unhappy creatures! It is as far from our 
wifh, as itis beyond our power to {eparate any one from 
Chri; but we wifh them to fee to it that they have folid 
eV Menke of union with him: and we muft'remind them, that 
if any one have not the Spirit of Ch rit, he is none of his, 
And it is but a poor evidente that they are led by his Spirit, 
when they firft withdraw themfelves from his people, con- | 
trary to their own voluntary engagements; and then indulge | } 
a latti ing rancor again!t thole who to that | 
ment, and diffelved the relation in which they refuted to re-_ 
main.

You not 
difguife the moft unpalatable truths, nor negle@ the moft un- 


fafhionable duties, in compliment to the falfe tafte of man- 


kind ; but {ce to it, at the fame time, that ydu are not deficient 
in the more pleafing parts of vifible religion, * While you 
infift upon the neceflity of Chrift’s obedience unto death, to 


maintain the Ricurs of Desry ; fhew that you are excited 


to a conf{cientious regard of allthe Ricutsof Mex. Render 
honor to whom honor. tribute to whom tribute is due. Owe 
no man any thing but love. And‘let the mercy you have re- 
ceived, make you merciful; let the forgivenefs fhewn to 


you, make you ready to forgive. As far as you are able, ap- 


pear as willing to beftow relief on the neceffitous, as ever you 
can be to adminilter reproof to the profane, or the erroneous, 


Be peculiarly attentive to all relative duties. 1f you have un- 
believing relations, let them be forced to acknowledge, that 


your religion has made you better, than you were before your 
converfion,—Let parents efpecially be concerned to bring 
up their children in the nurture and admonition of theLord. 
You durft not have them baptized, without authority from 
Chrift to adminifter that ordinance t@ them: nor could the 
uncommanded application of ‘water;‘ in the name of the 


Trinity, have done them any good. _ But fee that you pray | 
for them, and give them up to God daily, You dare not 


prefume to fuggelt, that becaufe they are the feed of bcliev- 
ers, therefore they are heirs of glory; nor that you could, 
by any aét of yours, put them into the everlafting covenant, 
You find they are children of difobedience; you know they 
are by nature the children of wrath, even as others, But 
though grace does not run in the blood, it may run in the 
line. God who has promifed perfonal falvation to all who 
afk arizht, has often heard the prayers of parents for their 
children alfo. Several families In our own conneétions 
afford the moft plealing proofs of his goodnefs, Ufeful “val

blefling their inftru€tions to the falvation of their children, 
excite you to wrettle with God for them, and, as it were, to 
travail again in birth with them, until Chriit be formed 
within them, 


Shew alfo your concern for the faivation of fouls at 
large. Your fervants, your neighbours, your countrymen, 
ought to attraét your tendere{ft compaflions, Brethren! Are 
there no more ways to be thought of, whereby we may dif- 
fule the good knowledge of the Lord, thro’ the darkeilt parts 
of our own country ? Is there no method that you can de- 
vile, wherein you may co-operate with your miniters for 
this important purpofe ? Friends of the Redeemer help! En- 
courage village preaching, and the dittrtbution of plain, 
awakening pamphiets among the poor. Set up meetings of 
prayer, and advife your moft reputable members to read to 
their neighbours of a Lord’s Day Evening, where there isno 
Opportunity for aconitant lecture. Sef all hands to work, 


for the promotion of the Redeemer’s kingdo:n, and pray for | 


the Spirit to be poured down from on high. 


Finally, remember the Heathen, who {till occupy by Sarthe 
largeft part of this miferable globe. Pray for our Mifhion Soe 


ciety, that God may profper our brethren who-are iabouring..

| Wednefday Afternoon, June 7, III. o’clock, Brother Nor- 
man prayed, Brother Francis was chofen Moderator: Read 
the Preliminaries and the Letters from the Churches, after 
which our aged Brother Clark, of Crockerton, concluded in

Paftor there, having removed from Manchefler, preached from 
John vi. 44. ‘* No man can*come unto mre; exeept the Fa- 
ther who fent me draw him,” Brother Sotteridgé concluded. — 


Thurfday Morning VI. met for prayer, when the follow- 
ing Brethren engaged, Sprague of Kovey, Ferebee of Sodbury, 
Morgan of Bridgwater, Mannerng of Exeter, [Villiams of Rots, 
and Penn of Kingfbridge.—Received the Subfcriptions to the 
Fund, amounting to 69. 19s. and diftributed different tums 
to aged and infirm Muinitters, to affift others with large fami- 
lies, and efpecially to encourage Village Preaching, to the 
amount of £72, 10s. 6d. We with our wealthy friends would 
put it in our power to do fomewhat more another year, for 
the relief of our affli@ied friends, and to aid thofe who 
would gladly exert themfelves for the diffufion of evaper 
lical knowledge, but are ftraightened in their cflorts by their 
inability to defray the unavoidable expences, | 


Half after Ten, Brother Safery prayed, Brother Rovw/es 
preached, froma Thetl, 1. Our golpel came not unto 
you in word only, but alfo in power, andin the holy Spiru, 
and in much aflurance,” Brother Ayland read the Cireular’ 
Letter, and cloled in prayer, 


Afternoon III, Brother 7ay, Paftor ofthe Independent Church 
in Bath, begun in prayer, and Brother &.
